Historical  Notes  by  Prof.  David  MacDonald  of  Illinois  State  University 

The  Roman  Empire  nearly  collapsed  in  the  mid-third  century.  There  was  a long,  slow,  and  incomplete  recovery  during  the  second 
half  of  the  century,  but  the  reign  of  Diocletian  and  his  co-emperors  at  the  end  of  the  century  produced  a series  of  reforms  and  changes 
that  changed  the  basic  nature  of  the  Roman  empire  and  ensured  its  existence  for  centuries  longer. 

When  Carinus  was  assassinated  in  mysterious  circumstances  in  285,  Diocletian  was  proclaimed  emperor  by  the  army.  He  faced  a 
multitude  of  problems:  internal  dissent,  numerous  usurpers,  threats  from  beyond  the  borders,  a corrupt  and  inefficient  bureaucracy, 
rampant  inflation,  and  the  vulnerability  of  the  person  of  the  emperor  to  assassination.  During  the  next  twenty  years,  Diocletian  was 
almost  constantly  occupied  with  immediate  crises,  yet  at  the  same  time  he  was  able  to  institute  his  basic  restructuring  of  the  Roman 
Empire. 

In  order  to  provide  more  effective  and  immediate  response  to  regional  crises,  Diocletian  substituted  an  arrangement  of  four 
emperors,  the  Tetrachy,  for  the  previous  single  executive.  First,  Diocletian  agreed  to  the  elevation  of  Maximianus  to  the  rank  of  co- 
Augustus,  and  then  appointed  two  junior  emperors,  Constantius  and  Galerius,  with  the  title  Caesares  to  provide  additional  support  for 
the  two  Augusti.  The  two  Caesares  were  to  succeed  the  two  Augusti  to  the  senior  post  after  their  eventual  retirement  and  then  appoint 
new  Caesares.  While  all  four  rulers  were  recognized  throughout  the  empire  and  their  portraits  appeared  on  coins  from  all  mints, 
Maximianus,  assisted  by  Constantius,  took  direct  control  of  the  western  provinces  and  Diocletian,  assisted  by  Galerius,  governed  the 
eastern  provinces. 

In  an  effort  to  ensure  the  safety  of  the  emperor  and  establish  a more  direct  and  absolute  control  of  the  machinery  of  government, 
Diocletian  instituted  elaborate  court  ceremonies  and  rituals  based  on  the  ancient  traditions  of  Persia  and  Egypt.  Henceforth  the 
emperor  was  an  absolute  ruler  whose  word  was  law  and  upon  whom  all  government  depended. 

Diocletian,  encouraged  by  Maximianus  and  Galerius,  took  measures  against  the  Christians  as  part  of  a campaign  promoting 
traditional  Roman  morality  and  values.  Initially  mild  measures  grew  into  the  Great  Persecution,  the  most  serious  attempt  of  the  Roman 
government  to  stamp  out  Christianity,  after  fires  in  the  imperial  palace  were  attributed  to  Christian  servants.  Anti-Christian  measures 
were  applied  very  unevenly,  Constantius  doing  little,  while  Maximianus  and  Galerius  were  zealous.  The  persecution  continued  after  the 
retirement  of  Diocletian. 

Additional  reforms  of  the  Tetrarchy  restructured  the  bureaucracy,  the  provinces,  the  army,  the  tax  structure,  and  the  economy. 
The  economy  reforms  were  only  partly  successful.  The  empire  was  racked  with  inflation.  To  combat  it,  Diocletian  instituted  an  Edict  of 
Maximum  Prices,  with  no  more  success  than  modern  politicians  in  similar  circumstances.  More  successful  were  extensive  reforms  of 
the  coinage.  In  295-296,  a new  coin  of  silvered  bronze  was  introduced:  the  follis.  Larger  than  any  bronze  issues 
struck  for  many  years,  it  provided  a handsome  surface  for  portraits  of  the  four  rulers  in  the  new  style  of  the  Tetrarchy. 

As  part  of  the  agreement  establishing  the  Tetrarchy,  Diocletian  and  Maximianus  retired.  Constantius  and  Galerius  were  elevated 
to  the  rank  of  Augustus,  and  Severus  II  and  Maximinus  were  appointed  Caesares  in  the  west  and  east,  respectively.  Constantius  died 
in  306.  This  even  marked  the  beginning  of  the  end  for  the  Tetrarchy  system.  Constantius'  son,  Constantine  was  proclaimed  emperor  by 
the  troops  in  the  west.  Galerius  reluctantly  agreed,  proclaiming  Severus  II  as  the  new  Augustus  and  Constantine  Caesar.  In  the  same 
year  Maximianus'  son,  Maxentius,  claimed  the  title  of  Augustus  and  his  father  came  out  of  retirement  to  aid  him  (Maximianus'  Second 
Reign).  The  ensuing  civil  wars  were  an  orgy  of  betrayal  and  bloodshed. 

Severus  II  marched  against  Maximianus  and  Maxentius,  but  he  was  captured  and  executed.  Maximianus  allied  with  Constantine, 
who  now  also  took  the  title  Augustus,  against  Galerius.  Galerius'  invasion  of  Italy  failed.  Maximianus  split  from  his  son  Maxentius  and 
fled  to  Constantine.  A peace  conference  let  to  second  retirement  of  Maximianus,  and  the  outlawing  of  Maxentius.  Licinius  was 
appointed  the  new  Augustus  of  the  West,  and  Constantine  was  demoted  to  the  post  of  Caesar  of  the  West.  Galerius  remained  with 
Maximinus  his  Caesar. 

Maximianus  came  out  of  retirement  again  in  an  ill-advised  revolt  (Maximianus'  Third  Reign)  against  Constantine  which  led  to 
Maximianus'  death.  Galerius  died  of  illness,  and  Maximinus  claimed  the  title  Augustus.  Constantine  invaded  Italy  and  killed  Maxentius 
in  battle.  Licinius  defeated  Maximinus,  who  died  shortly  afterward.  For  ten  years  Constantine  and  Licinius  uneasily  ruled  jointly.  Finally, 
Constantine  defeated  Licinius  and  after  a short  interval  executed  him  and  his  family.  Once  again  the  Roman  Empire  was  ruled  by  a sole 
emperor.  The  Tetrarchy  proved  a failure  as  a system  of  government,  but  the  other  reforms  of  Diocletian  and  his  co-emperors,  brought  to 
completion  by  Constantine,  endured  and  shaped  the  Roman  Empire  until  its  fall.
